Copenhagen is the home of the 
Royal Danish Ballet which attracts 
visitors from all over the world 
to see the widely-acclaimed per¬ 
formances. 

If you like music, dancing and 
entertainment — and consider a 
festive evening should not end at 
midnight then you'll enjoy Copen¬ 
hagen for many of the floor shows 
and restaurants do not clos'e until 
5:00 a.m. 

Language presents no problem, 
or most Danes — indeed most 
Scandinavians can speak English 
,nd many understand French and 
German. But you’re sure to learn 
one Scandinavian word — “Skaal” 
.hat means “Good Health” and

nd over again as you sample the 
.ongue-tingling “snaps” and spark¬ 
ing Danish beer . . . Skaal. 
There is only one word to describe 
Copenhagen — WONDERFUL. 

Fashionable Hotel near Copen¬ 
hagen is' Kystens Perle (Pearl of 
the Coast). A fashionable hotel with 
an intimate atmosphere, a night 
VIub offering international stars 
and two orchestras, plus a cuisine 
with a big reputation. Kystens Per¬ 
le is sited on the North Zealand 
coast, only 25 miles from Copen¬ 
hagen, a 20 minute ferry trip from 
Sweden and a half hour drive from 
(he ancient Royal Castle of Fred- 
eriksborg and Fredensbord and also 
Kronbrog.

FINLAND 

Finland is a country of over 60, 
000 lakes, with an island dotted 
landscape, a carpet of forest and 
an industrious people who are a- 
mong the world’s leaders in con¬ 
temporary art. 


Their love of fine things is seen 
in the sophisticated capital of Hel¬ 
sinki, a perfect example of the 
Finn’s mastery of architectural de- 
cign and town planning. It is mir¬ 
rored too, in the shops with their 
Marimekko fashions, Riihimaeki 
glassware, Wirkkala lamps, the 
Rya Rugs, furniture by Tapiovaara 
and aalto and dinnerware by Kaj 
Franck. 

You will also notice it in the up- 
to-date hotels where modem com¬ 
forts, and cleanliness are key 
words. 

Seeped in age-old traditions yet 
producing designers of the future, 
Finland offers intriguing contrasts 
such as the medieval Olavinlinna 
castle with its towering walls, and 
the ultra-modern Tapiola Garden 
City presenting a blend of nature 
and man-made beauty. 

You cannot leave Finland with¬ 
out experiencing the luxurious en¬ 
joyment of a sauna. For a thousand 
years the Finns have relaxed in 
their unique steam bath — try it 
and you’ll appreciate why 80% 
of Finnish homes have saunas. 

And another “must” — try to 
hear the music of Sibelious, Fin¬ 
land’s greatest composer, at one 
of the regular concerts in the Fes¬ 
tival Hall of Helsinki Univesity, 
where in 1892 the composer con¬ 
ducted for the first time a concert 
of his works. 

As you might expect with the 
USSR as a neighbor, the national 
cuisine of Finland has a flavor of 
Russian influence. Fish and smok¬ 
ed foods are a specialty — order 
Kalakkuko, made of fresh water 
herring, bacon and pork, baked in 
a pastry-like loaf, or reindeer 
steak, Carelian Stew, or Finnish 
pancakes with lingonberry sauce. 

“The White City — “Daughter 
of the Baltic” — call it what you 
like for Finland’s capital with its 
masterful architectural design, 
enchantingly girthed by sea, islands 
and forests, is the sort of place 
which rouses the poetic instincts 
of many of its visitors. You’re sure 
to fall in love with the Market 
Square with its salty tang of fish 
wives and backdrop of glittering 
sea and noisy white gulls. Here 
are 250 verdant parks' to stroll in. 
Hotels and Restaurants offer unbe¬ 
lievably tasty crayfish (late sum¬ 
mer- and turbot roe (winter) dis¬ 
hes and many unpronouncable but 
highly delicious Finnish specialties. 
The Sauna . . . you’re sure of some¬ 
thing extra in Helsinki. 


NORWAY 

Aptly called Nature’s Wonder¬ 
land. Norway is one of the most 
beautiful countries in Europe. It 
is a land of cascading waterfalls, 
fascinating glaciers, gentle valleys, 
awe-inspiring fjords with perpen¬ 
dicular rock walls, picturesque 
fishing villages and timbered 
farms with sod-covered roofs. 

In the winter months a layer of 
crisp, white snow turns the coun¬ 
try into a paradise for sportsmen 
offering perfect skiing conditions 
in this, the “Cradle of Skiing”. 

Invigorating, fir-scented air, and 
a bright sun reflecting off the 
snow, combine to give skiers a 
healthy deep suntan while central¬ 
ly heated hotels and modern fa¬ 
cilities ensure a cozy apres-ski 
life. 

Norway’s' capital, Oslo, makes a 
perfect centre for visiting the ski¬ 
ing resorts in the lovely Nord- 
marke area. 

It is a city which is unique in 
providing so many showcases for 
its world-famous citizens. 

At Frogner Park you can view 
190 controversial stone iron and 
bronze statues representing the 
work of Gustaf Vigeland, the 
paintings which Edvard Munch 
willed to the city are displayed in 
the special Munch Museum and 
the modern City Hall contains 
monumental murals of Henrik Sor¬ 
ensen and a colonnade of wooden 
reliefs by Dagfin Werenskjold. And 
at Oslo’s National Theatre there 
are performances of plays by Hen¬ 
rik Ibsen. 

Norway’s maritime heritage is 
emphasized in the museums dis¬ 
playing the 9th-Century Viking 
kingships, the more recent Kon- 
Tiki raft and “Fram”, the Polar 
exploration ship of Nansen and 
Amundsen. 

Bergen, gateway to the Fjord 
Country, surrounded by seven 
peaks, is a charming city of Han¬ 
seatic associations. Here is the 
home of Norway’s most famous 
composer, Edvard Grieg. You can 
explore the gabled medieval 
houses that line the "waterfront 
and see the 13th-century Haakon 
Hall, still used on festive occa¬ 
sions. 

And it is almost certain that you 
will return home laden with sou¬ 
venirs, for who could resist the 
knitted “lusekofte” sweaters or 
the exquisite Norwegian enamel- 
work.
